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DETAILED ACTION 

1. This communication is responsive to Appellants' Appeal Brief filed on July 22, 2002. 

2. The Appeal Brief filed on July 3 1 , 2000 is defective because the brief does not contain 
arguments which correlate with the rejections of the Final Office Action. Specifically, Appellant 
argues a rejection of Claim 1 1 over Ginter et al at pages 7-9 of the Appeal Brief. Claim 1 1 was 
rejected over Nahan et al in view of Save the Earth Foundation: Internet Online Rock and Roll 
Art Auction Celebrating Earth Day is Declared Open to the World for One Month. For this 
reason, the arguments regarding Claim 1 1 at pages 7-9 render the Appeal Brief defective.
